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Some Watergate Queries, Answers Listed

Phase 1 of the Watergate 
hearings, has ended with key 
figures in conflict over promis­ 
es of executive clemency and 
whether there was an attem.pt 
to blame the CIA—and with un­ 
resolved controversy over the 
m ajor 
point 
at 
issue: 
How 
much did the President know? 
McCord ... Caulfield ... Alch 
... Barker ... all testified on the 
red carpet in front of the long 
table -covered, with green felt, 
where the Senate 
Watergate 
committee sought answers to 
what Chairman Sam J. Ervin 
Jr. called “ questions that ... 
strike at the very undergirding 
of our democracy." 


As 'the W atergate hearings 
recessed Thursday until June 5, 
contradictions during the five 
days 
of 
investigation 
came 
down more clearly than ever 
before in the nearly year-long 
story 
of 
Watergate 
to 
one 
men's word against another's. 
These conflicts are clear in 
testimony and the two major 
W atergate statements by Presi­ 
dent Mixon — one televised, on 
April 30 and the other dis­ 
tributed to White House report­ 
ers last Tuesday. 
—Were the W atergate con* 
spirators working under sanc­ 
tion from the President?

ney

States, and John Dean, by vir­ 
tue of his position as a counsel 
to the President,, by their con­ 
sideration and approval of the 
W atergate 
operation, 
in 
my 
opinion, gave sanction to the 
W atergate operation by both 
the White House and the attor­ 
ney general’s office.,.. It was 
not my habit to question when 
two such high offices sanction­ 
ed an activity—it carried the 
full force and effect of presi­ 
dential sanction." 
Nixon: 
“The 
burglary 
and 
bugging of the Democratic Na­ 
tional Committee headquarters 
came as a complete surprise to' 
me. I had no inkling that any 
such 
activities 
had 
been 
planned

(and) 
if

known, I would not have per­ 
mitted it.” 
In 
his 
testimony, 
McCord 
said he had heard from. G. Gor­ 
don Liddy, a fellow conspirator, 
that Mitchell and Dean had ap­ 
proved the W atergate break-in. 
'The Prseident, in his statem ent 
T u e s d a y , decried charges 
which 
amount to “ second-or 
third-hand hearsay.” 
And Ervin made it clear that, 
“ so far as John Mitchell (and) 
John Dean ... are concerned .. 
(hearsay) 
does 
not 
connect 
them 
(to 
W atergate) 
legally 
speaking.” 
—Was executive clemency of­ 
fered and by whose authority? 
McCord: 
“ (John) 
Caulfield 
stated that he was carrying the 
message of executive clemency 
to me ‘from the very highest 
levels of the White House.’ He 
stated that the President of the 
United 
States 
... 
had 
been 
told.... He further stated that ‘I 
may have a message to you at 
our 
next 
meeting 
from 
the 
President him self ” 
John J. Caulfield, 44, former 
White House aide: “At no time 
in our first meeting do I recall 
saying anything about the Pres­ 
ident. ... John Dean ... told me 
... ‘Jack, I want you to ... tell 
(McCord) ... executive clemen­ 
cy is a sincere offer which 
comes from the very highest 
levels of the White House.’ ...I 
believed that he was talking 
about the President....” 
Nixon: “At no time did I au­ 
thorize any offer of executive 
clemency for the W atergate de­ 
fendants, nor did I know of any 
such offer.” 
Again Ervin distinguished be­ 
tween direct evidence and hear­ 
say. 
Was there a coverup? How 
much was the President told? 
Form er Acting FBI Director 
L. Patrick Gray HI, in testi­ 
mony before a Senate appro­ 
priations 
subcommittee: 
On 
July 6, 1972, three weeks after 
the break-in, he told Nixon on 
the telephone, “ Mr. President, 
there is something I want to 
speak to you about. Dick Wal­ 
ters (deputy CIA director) and 


I feel that people on your staff 
are trying to mortally wound 
you by using the CIA and FBI 
and by confusing the question 
of CIA interest in, or not in, 
people the FBI wishes to inter­ 
view." Gray remembers Nixon 
pausing, then replying: “ Pat, 
you just continue to conduct 
your aggressive and thorough 
investigation." 
In his April » speech, Nixon, 
said he remained convinced un­ 
til March of 1973 “that charges 
of involvement by members of 
the White House staff were 
false." But then “ new informa­ 
tion ... came to me ... suggest­ 
ing further that there had been 
an effort, to conceal the facts 
both 
from 
the 
public—from 
you—and from me.” 
In 
his 
statement 
Tuesday, 
Nixon was more specific: Be­ 
cause he feared that investiga­ 
tion into the activities of the 
'CIA. veterans involved .in Wa­ 
tergate “could lead to the un 
covering of covert CIA oper­ 
ations totally unrelated to the 
W atergate break-in,” he had 
told his two top aides, H. R. 
Haldeman and John D. Ehrlich- 
man, to “insure that the FBI 
would not carry its investiga­ 
tion into areas that might com­ 
promise ... the CIA.”

That joy was absent four 
hours earlier when the Apollo 
came out of a radio blackout 
and Conrad announced: 
“Wc 
tried: twice to hard dock, with­ 
out any luck." 
Working on suggestions from 
mission control, the astronauts 
repeatedly poked, Apollo’s har­ 
poon - like docking probe into 
capture latches in the Skylab 
tunnel. 
The efforts were futile and 
the control center recommend­ 
ed a “final docking attempt, an 
EVA 
(extra-vehicular 
activi­ 
ty).”

PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) - 
The Gallup Poll reports that 
President 
Nixon’s 
popularity 
has dropped to its lowest point 
since he took office five years 
ago. 
In the May 4-6 poll, 45 per 
cent of those interviewed ap­ 
proved of the way the Presi- 
dent was doing his job. The 
highest level was 68 per cent 
approval in polls taken during 
November 
1969 
and 
January 
1973. 


The latest poli occurred after 
the President’s April 30 tele­ 
vision address in which he de­ 
nied he had any prior knowl­ 
edge of the Watergate affair or 
subsequent cover-up attempt. 
His highest popularity rating 
followed the television address­ 
es in which he announced his 
plans for ending the war in 
Vietnam and the peace agree­ 
ment. 


The President’s popularity re­ 
mained fairly high among Re­ 
publicans 
in the latest poll, 
with 74 per cent approving. But 
only one in four Democrats ap­ 
proved, for 24 per cent. Forty- 
nine per cent of those calling

foot-long station and sleep over­ 
night, while ground experts re­ 
grouped for another try today.

tive shield ripped away during 
launching on May 14, exposing 
the vehicle to extreme solar 
heat. 
“Whooie,” said Conrad as he 
pulled to within five feet and 
saw the jumbled mess of debris 
hanging from the side. 
He reported a large mass of 
the shield was jammed under 
one solar panel and that when 
it tore because of severe vibra­ 
tions it took with it another 
panel. 
The loss of the panels sliced 
Skylab’s power supply in half. 
After an hour’s dinner break 
while linked with Sky lab, the 
a s t r o n a u t s undocked, and 
Weitz, wearing his bulky space 
suit, leaned out the open Apollo 
hatch and tried to release the 
panel with special cutting tools 
on the end of 10-foot poles.

Every county in Indiana has 
its share of oddities.

According to Orange 
Township tradition, John Owens 
was a handsome bachelor and 
the youngest son of Joseph and 
Sarah Owens. In 1896, at the 
age of 36, 
John Owen was 
stricken with acute appendicitis 
and died. The grief stricken 
parents 
sent 
pictures 
and 
measurements to Italy for a 
lifelike 
and 
lifesize 
marble 
statue of their son. The statue 
was placed in a little cemetery 
in Orange Township. 
During the first winter, which 
was 
unusually 
severe, 
Mrs. 
Owen 
worried 
about 
the 
bareheaded effigy of her son. 
Mr. Owen, a man of apparent 
practicality, 
suggested 
that 
John’s head should be covered. 
To accomplish this they sent to 
Italy a second time for a high- 
crowned hat of marble. 
In the seventy-five years that 
statue has stood, it has been 
a monument to parental care 
and devotion. 
Some years ago, however, the 
hat mysteriously disappeared. It 
was thought that vandals had 
taken it or that somehow it had 
been destroyed. For years the 
statue of John Owens stood 
without the hat. Now the hat 
has returned and can be seen 
today just as Joseph and Sarah 
Owens wanted. There may be 
some in the county who can 
explain the mysterious comings 
and going# of John Owens’ hat.

Another similar oddity is the 
doll house 
in 
the 
Arlington 
Cemetery. The story of Lova 
Cline and the devotion of her 
parents is tender and moving.

The great joy 
of her six years was a beautiful 
doll house built by her car­ 
penter father. 
After her death in 1908, the 
doll house followed her to the 
cemetery where it may still be 
seen,

Although neighbors now keep 
the house and its furnishings 
in good order, 
it was once 
vandalized and the doll 'fur­ 
niture stolen. Since that un­ 
fortunate incident, the furniture 
has been returned and the doll 
house is one of the cherished 
traditions in Arlington and Rush 
County. Clearly, the doll house 
qualifies as an oddity. 
There are several other t í­ 
tere sting stories and legends to 
be found in the county, and they 
provide

educational diversion from the 
routine of daily life.

Divining Rod 
llsed In Search 
For Water

BASEL, Switzerland (AP) — 
Dust was rising in oppressive 
heat from the vast and arid 
flatland near Bombay, India, 
when Peter Treadwell suddenly 
ended his long walk and firmly 
announced, “ Here is water.” 
The spot, less than two yards 
in diameter was pointed out to 
a 
drilling 
team 
which 
soon 
went, to work through solid ba­ 
salt rock. Ten weeks later, it 
.struck water at a. depth of 
about 200 feet flowing through a 
rock fissure only inches wide. 
There was enough water to 
assure supply of a new plant 
subsequently built at the site, 
Thana, 
by 
a 
pharmaceutical 
company, 
F. 
Hoffmann-La 
Roche and Co. of Basel. 
The find maintained the “ 100 
per cent success” record the 
company 
has 
registered 
in 
searching for water for its nu­ 
merous 
international 
projects 
with a method scientists still 
overwhelmingly reject as hum­ 
bug — the divining rod. 
Since 
ancient 
timos, 
rods 
have been used to search for 
hidden things, including water, 
gold, oil and even criminals. 
But to date, there is no scien­ 
tific proof of any causal con­ 
nection between movements of 
a rod and the finds it supposed­ 
ly made. 
“ For a scientist, the success­ 
ful divining rod is a completely 
unsatisfactory tiling/* concedes 
Dr. Treadwell, a chemical sci­ 
entist. “However, scientific or 
not. the method pays off,” he 
explained in a company publi­ 
cation. “It is 100 per cent re­ 
liable.” 
Treadwell has been searching 
for 
water 
for the company 
since the 1940s when he joined 
it. He made his first find on 
company 
grounds 
at 
Basel 
when cooling water was needed 
for a factory. He has since used 
the rod in many parts of ttie 
world, 
including 
Japan, 
In­ 
donesia, Pakistan, the Philip­ 
pines, 
Australia, 
Spain 
and 
France. 
The find in India was the 
most spectacular so far ac­ 
cording to Treadwell. Two oth­ 
er Swiss companies searched 
for water in the same area with 
the 
most 
modern 
detecting 
equipment. But they missed the 
water 
artery 
by 
about 
one 
yard. 
“ The equipment was not pre­ 
cise enough because the water 
it flowing in very narrow fis­ 
sures, one to 10 centimeters 
wide,” Treadwell comments, 
A relative “taught” him to 
use the rod. He grasps the 
branches 
firmly 
with 
both 
hands 
and 
cross-crosses 
the 
search area, marking the spots 
where the u-shaped rod, now 
usually of aluminum, indicates 
an underground stream by ris­ 
ing forcefully. 
“You don’t have subtle sensa­ 
tions,” Treadwell relates in de­ 
scribing a find. “It is as if 
someone pushes you, or boxes 
you.” Operators, he says, are 
“thoroughly normal people with 
no specific talents.’ 
One theory he ventured in­ 
volves an unidentified “radi­ 
ation beam" emitted by the 
subterranean stream and cast­ 
ing a “shadow” on the surface 
which is sensed by the operator 
even through rock or reinforced 
concrete. 
“The phenomenon exists,” he 
says. 
“But we lack the ex­ 
planation.”

U.S. Doctors Return With Report 
On Acupuncture In Red China

A team of American doctors 
that returned this month from 
a two-week tour of China ob­ 
served what will probably be 
China’s most immediate contri­ 
bution to American medicine, 
the use of acupuncture anes­ 
thesia during major surgery. 


The team observed neuro-sur­ 
gery and open heart surgery at 
a hospital in Shanghai. The 
patients remained awake dur­ 
ing the procedures after Chi­ 
nese 
physicians 
used 
acu­ 
puncture anesthesia. 


The head of the American 
team, Dr. E. Grey Dimond of 
the University of Missouri at 
Kansas 
City, 
said 
of 
acu­ 
puncture, “We recognize it is 
not perfected, it does not work 
for everyone, 
and much ex­ 
perimentation still is needed on 
it. But yet it remains a major 
contribution of the size of the 
event in 1846' when ether was 
first used.” 


Dr. 
Donald 
Brian 
Effler, 
head of the Department of Tho­ 
racic and Cardiovascular Sur­ 
gery at the 'Cleveland, clinic 
Foundation, praised the open 
heart surgery on a 17-year-old 
boy. 


“The operation was of ex­ 
tremely high caliber,” he said. 
“The heart surgery we saw 
was 
performed 
very 
much 
along the same lines 
as it 
would be done at the Cleveland 
Clinic.” 


Dr. Effler said while acu­ 
puncture anesthesia seemed ap­ 
propriate for many patients, 
there are individulas not suit­ 
able for it.

The small circular 
monitor is kept in position on 
the chest with adhesive backing 
and is designed to' pick up po­ 
tential irregular heart beats in 
ambulatory patients during a 
24-hour period. 


The monitor was placed on 
three patients in Shanghai, Pe­ 
king and Canton and the Chi­ 
nese will receive computerized 
analysis of the data from Bos­ 
ton. 
Dr. Eliot Corday, clinical pro­ 
fessor of medicine at the UCLA 
School of Medicine, said “I’m 
actually 
amazed 
that 
they 
could do what they did in car­ 
diac work.” They don’t have 
heart valves, which surprised 
me very much, but they are 
doing other cardiac surgery/* 
He 
said 
the 
acupuncture 
anesthesia was the most dra­ 
matic thing he observed. Dr. 
Corday is a past president of 
the American College of Car­ 
diology.

“The material is knitted so 
that the cotton yarns are thrown 
to the back of the fabric,** the 
s p e c i a l i s t explains. “This 
structure provides the comfort 
of cotton close to the body. Yet, 
the presence of the polyester 
on the face of the fabric con- 
t r i b u t e s 
durability 
and 
stability.” 
Dr. Good rick adds that this 
combination 
of 
cotton 
and 
polyester will be more com­ 
fortable to wear than 100 per 
cent synthetic fibers. “Synthetic 
fibers are generally considered 
less comfortable to wear than 
natural fibers,” she says. 
Why 
are 
synthetics 
less 
comfortable? The major reason 
1» that synthetic fabrics do not 
a b s o r b 
body 
moisture. 
S o m e t i m e s synthetics trap 
perspiration, 
causing 
it 
to 
remain on the skin. 
This situation is not likely to 
occur when you wear the new 
shirting fabric. Because it is 
backed with cotton—a natural 
fiber — the fabric is likely to 
be absorbent.

specialist notes, the new fabric 
should hold its shape well, due 
to its structure and the presence 
of polyester.

WHY DO WE LIE? 
Venereal disease skyrockets, disaffec­ 
tion and disloyalty abound, faith wanes, 
our currency and our morals are equally 
debauched, but perhaps our worst sin is 
misusing words. 
The new tax law was billed as a prop­ 
erty tax relief measure; but this is just 
one aspect of it. Why wouldn’t it have 
been better to have called it a tax reform 
measure or just the Revenue Act of 1973? 
The trouble with labeling it as solely a 
relief measure is that it is not quite true. 
The problem will rebound upon the state 
government when people realize that it 
actually generates more revenue, and 
that the revenue must come out of their 
pockets. 
This isn’t to say that we didn’t need a 
tax reform or that there is something 
wrong with substituting an income tax 
for a property tax. That is a legitimate 
question; and one can very properly say 
he favors an income tax or a sales tax as 
opposed to a property tax. One may also 
support, with propriety, a property tax. 
The trouble with that levy isn’t that it 
is necessarily unjust. We have simply 
fallen again for fictions in its applica­ 
tion. Under the Indiana Constitution, all 
property is supposed to be assessed and 
taxed as of its market value. This has 
been turned into a fraud, and an inequit­ 
able one at that. The fraud is recognized 
even in state law. which now says that 
real estate should be appraised at one- 
third its actual worth. It isn’t. 
So we keep kidding ourselves. 
We’ve done it for years. That’s why we 
have inflation and a gradual change in 
the meaning of words. Look up the words 
“terrible,” “awful,” and “nice” some­ 
time. 
The General Assembly regularly at­ 
taches to measures of questionable worth 
a phrase implementing them with great 
immediacy because of the “extraordinary 
emergency that exists at this time.” 
There is no emergency and there is nor­ 
mally 
nothing 
extraordinary 
about 
either the procedure or the law. 
Back in the 1930’s, Congress passed 
the Wagner Act giving labor unions 
monopoly power, they said, for the ex­ 
press purpose of creating industrial 
peace. They knew the law would create 
industrial strife, which it did. 
The Tennessee Valley Authority was 
enacted as a measure to “promote navi­ 
gation” on rivers in the South. Naviga­ 
tion is only incidental to its operation. 
Its main purpose is to get subsidized 
electric service to people who have suf­ 
ficient political clout to demand it. 
We have, throughout our history, pass­ 
ed tariff measures, billing them as a de­ 
vice to guarantee prosperity. In effect, all 
they do is make the prices of favored 
commodities higher for the purchaser for 
the benefit of the producer. They are 
thus a form of legalized robbery, robbery 
because in the long run, any tax is exact­ 
ed by force. 
This artful lying is not peculiar to poli­ 
tics. It is done most skillfully by theolo­ 
gians and ecclesiastical dignitaries; and 
the average Joe or Jane is not bad at all 
at it either. 
Perhaps the worst aspect of the thing 
is that the liar is the one most taken in 
by his deception. He really believes the 
people aren’t paying attention to what 
he’s doing instead of what he is saying. 
The misbehaving youngsters we so 
righteously — and rightfully — deplore 
have watched us from the moment of 
their birth; and however wicked they 
may be, they learned not a little of it 
from us. 
It’s hard to tell the truth at first, but 
it’s easier to live with it afterwards.

“I am crucified with Christ: never­ 
theless I live; yet not I, but Christ 
liveth in me: and the life which I 
now live in the flesh I live by the 
faith of the Son of God, who loved 
me, and gave himself for me.” 
(Galatians 2:20). 
Christianity met a real test in the man 
from Tarsus. The conversion of Saul 
proved the power of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ to overcome the strongest preju­ 
dices. Not only did it make him anew, 
but it was able to take his strong and or­ 
iginal personality and sink it in the Sa­ 
viour until Paul was thrillingly able to 
say, “Christ liveth in me!” 
But if Christianity showed its strength 
in making so complete a conquest of 
Paul, it shov/ed its worth no less in the 
kind of man it made of him when he had 
iven himself up to its influence.

Boards is a lowly being cut by 
Governor Otis R. Bowen, 
Many of the openings date 
back to the administration of 
Governor Branigin, although the 
situation presents no problems. 
Many of the laws creating the 
appointments, 
as 
well 
as 
common law principles, permit 
a member to continue serving 
until relieved or replaced. Some 
200 appointments have 
bee» 
made by Governor Bowen who 
took names of nominees and 
vacancies along to Germany 
with him for study. 
The 
situation 
was 
com­ 
pounded by creation of «orne 
20 to 40 new appointments by 
the last legislative session. The 
eight member Commission for 
Special Institutions under the 
State Board of Health was 
abolished. All of the special 
Institutions such as the Blind 
and Deaf Schools, had their own 
advisory 
boards, 
duplicating 
efforts. 
However, many boards and 
Commissions were increased in 
isize, with others reactivated 
and new ones created. We now 
have 
a 
New 
Harmony 
Memorial 
Commission; 
a 
7 
m e m b e r Governor’s Com­ 
mission on Citizen Action to 
accept donations and gifts, and 
a 
similar 
size 
Governor’s 
Mansion Commission: a Slate 
Library and Historical Building 
E x p a n s i o n Commission; a 
Wendell L. Willkie Memorial 
Commission of ten members; no 
more than 25 members to serve 
on an advisory board on Mental 
R e t a r d a t i o n and other 
Disabilities; two more members 
on the State Police Building 
Commission; 4 more 
on the 
State 
Fire Prevention Com­ 
mission; and a powerful new 
S t a t e 
P r o p e r t y 
T a x 
Replacement Board. 
This 
is 
only the beginning of new ap­ 
pointments that must be made 
by the Governor. 
William C. Lloyd energetic 
and enthusiastic young attorney 
from 
Bloomington, 
is 
the 
G o v e r n o r ’ s administrative 
a s s i s t a n t co-ordinating the 
appointments. One of his official 
duties is to serve as liaison with 
the Republican State Central 
C o m m i t t e e , and all ap­ 
pointments are being cleared 
through political channels. 
Everyone in the Governor’s 
office was tied up working with 
the legislature, and they were 
not able to move as rapidly as 
desired to fill the 600 name 
backlog which was inherited. 
Progress has been made with

the Governor with information 
at least 90 days in advance 'f 
the expiration.

California Growers Expect Drop 
In Vegetable Prices This Summer

despite 
damagingly 
wet winter weather in the na­ 
tion’s “salad bowl,” California 
growers say. 
“Between 'the middle' of June 
and the beginning of July, pro­ 
duction should get back to nor­ 
mal, and we’ll have some pret­ 
ty cheap stuff,” said Leslie 
Hubbard of the Western Grow­ 
ers Association. 
But until July 1, prices are 
expected to remain at the high 
levels that have prevailed all 
spring in the wake of a dis­ 
astrous siege of winter weather 
in California. 


California grows 70 per cent 
of the 'Country’s lettuce, 78 per 
cent of the canning tomatoes, 
35 per cent of the fresh to­ 
matoes, 90 per cent of the1 broc­ 
coli, 40 per cent of the carrots, 
75 per cent of the cauliflower, 
65' per cent of the celery and 80 
per cent of the cantaloupes. 
Vegetable growers were late 
getting their winter crops 'plant­ 
ed, and production was severe­ 
ly curtailed. 
'Lettuce' is particularly sensi­ 
tive to weather conditions. 


Cold weather means a short­ 
er growing day, smaller heads 
and smaller yields per acre. 
Wet weather delays planting. In 
a dry year, the grower must 
pay more for a greater amount 
of irrigation water. Hot and hu­ 
mid weather brings bigger in­ 
secticide bills. 


Lettuce hit a peak of more 
than 50 cents a head in some 
stores this spring but is likely 
to drop to ,29-39 cents, accord­ 
ing to growers. The same trend 
is forecast for most other vege­ 
tables.

Accord­ 
ing to a Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics report issued Tuesday, fish 
and poultry Jumped 23.4 per 
cent and fruits and vegetables 
climbed 16.1 per cent in the 
one-year period. 


By the end of the year, food 
prices may be 10 per cent over 
what they were on Jan. 1, gov­ 
ernment analysts predict.

The Agriculture Department 
said prices .received by farmers 
for fresh vegetables in the first 
quarter of this year were 37 per

sized national security strongly 
and, “because of toe emphasis 
I put on the crucial importance 
of protecting the national secur­ 
ity, I «can understand how high­ 
ly motivated individuals could 
have felt justified in engaging 
in specific activities that I 
would have disapproved had 
they been brought to my at­ 
tention.” 
Indeed, he said, “unethical, 
as well as illegal, activities 
took place in the course of the 
1972 campaign. 
“None of these took place 
with my specific approval or 
knowledge. To the extent that I 
may in any way have contrib­ 
uted to the dim.ate in which 
they took place, I did not intend 
to; to the extent that I failed to 
prevent them, I should have 
been more vigilant.... 
“(And) it now appears that 
there were persons who may 
have gone beyond my direc­ 
tives and sought to expand on 
my efforts to protect the na­ 
tional security ... to cover up 
any involvement they or cer­ 
tain others might have had in 
Watergate.” 
—Was there pressure on the 
Watergate defendants to plead 
guilty in return for help later 
on?McCord: “I had heard from 
Mr. Bernard Barker specific­ 
ally that Mr. (E. Howard) Hunt 
(a Watergate conspirator) had 
brought pressure to bear upon 
Mr. Barker and the Cubans to 
use as their defense that this 
was a CIA operation....

Nor were there conditions 
attached to $45,000 to $47,000 he 
received from Hunt’s late wife 
for expenses.

pre-empted by coverage of the 
hearings, kept them company 
while doing housework. 
All three networks said the

been opposed strongly by the 
military junta that surrendered 
power to Campora and his Per- 
onist government after seven 
years of military rule. 
The 
pardon 
was 
anounced 
by 
Interior Minister Esteban 
Righi, and within two hours all 
186 inmates listed as polltcal 
prisoners at Villa Devoto prison 
in western Buenos Aires walked 
out free men. 
They received an emotional 
welcome by relatives, friends 
and more than 20,000 demon­ 
strators who gathered outside 
the walls after Campora’s mid­ 
day inauguration. 
There were unconfirmed re­ 
ports that one person bad been 
killed and seven wounded when 
some 
of 
the 
demonstrator? 
tried earlier to force their way 
into 
the 
prison and 
battled 
guards. 
Most of the other prisoners 
being released were confined in 
the Rawson Penal Colony 890 
miles south of Buenos Aires. 
Campora’s order triggered a

holds some 2,000 criminals not 
included in the pardon.
